Kid Elberfeld, late of the New York
and Washington Americans, now man-
aging Chattanooga, In the Southern
league, Is the greatest fan in the
eountry, according to the majority of
ball players in the big ecireuit.

It happened at a Cleveland hotel
during one of the series of games
Washington was playing In that city.
